“WHAT JS MILK OF A SUPERIOR 
QUALITY?” 

This question heads an articl by T. 
W. in H.-F.World. Repeated it takes 
the following form—‘ What is the de- 
In these 
questions there plainly appear the as- 
sumption than only one kind of milk 
is desirable or superior and its percent- 
ge of fat is from 3.5 to 4; an average 
of 3.75 pereent. The terms desirable 
and superior are relative,not technical. 
Milk most desidable or swperior for one 
purpose may not be most desirable or 
superior for another purpose. In my 
opinion the kind described by T. W. 
as follows is most desirable for direct 
consumption as human food. 

‘*3.5 to 4 per cent. butter fat.’’ 

Retention of its fat, not even parting 
with a portion of it easily This 
would mean small and uniformly sized 
fat globules. 

Delicate flavor (freedom from ‘cowy’ 
flavor); not high color. 

Good vital element, which produces 
vigorous growth in young animals and 
babies. 

To this statement attaches the sup- 
position of the editor that this is ‘‘a 
pretty good description of Holstein- 
Friesian milk as it is.’’ 

The ideal milk thus described has 
been advocated by the present writer 
for many years. He recognizes the 
terms employed by T. W. as originat- 
ing in his work. But is this range‘‘3.5 
to 4 per centage of butter fat,’’ the 
average of milk of Holstein-Friesian 
cows as a breed? The latest report of 
official records received by me, that 
from Dee. 31, 1908 to Jan. 11, 1909 
shows ‘a list of weekly records of 135 
animals made during the earlier period 
of lactation which begins five days after 
calving. The average of butter fat in 
these records is 3.37 per cent. It also 
shows a list of 17 animals that made 
second records, at least eight months 
after calving. The average of butter

fat in these is 3.31 per cent. No one 
can doubt that these cows are fair 
representatives of the breed. 

The grandest cows in my judgement, 
that I ever saw and, I think, ever ex- 
isted were of the HolsteinFriesian breed. 
They were of ‘‘that large’’ motherly 
type represented by Princess of Wayne, 
Clothilde and Belle Saracastic. Cows of 
this type when cared for and fed liber- 
ally produced without difficulty milk 
recorder from 20,000 to 30,000 Ibs. in 
periods of twelve month’s lactation. 
Not infrequently the butter fat in their 
milk fell below 3 per cent. In the eraze 
for a higher percentage such cows have 
lost their commanding position in the 
Holstein-Fresian 
were of the milk-and-beef type. Ani-

mals of this type fatten easily and if 
butchered at their ripening period make 
unexcelled beef. Allow me here to 
draw a lesson. Instead of iabandoning 
this type the members of our associa- 
tion should, as a man, put shoulders to 
the wheel and press on to secure the sale 
of milk on the basis of its solid con- 
stituents and not on an arbitrary and 
unjust standard of butter fiat. 
Furthermore, if T. W. or any one else 
wishes to secure a ‘breed of the ideal 
character described by him, the accom- 
plishment is easily in reach. Go into 
Central New York or anywhere that 
pure bred Holstein-Friesians are erossed 
on the best class of motive cows. Se- 
lect from such crossbred animals aecord- 
ing to a high standard previously fixed. 
Breed them together. Discard, of their 
offspring, those that may not conform 
to this standard. In the third gener- 


_ ation, IT doubt not, a breed will be pro- 


duced that will have iall of these qual- 
ities of milk that T. W. sets forth. Not 
only will it have these qualities but it 
will produce an average quantity of 
milk as high as the present average of 
registered Holstein-Friesian cows. The 
attempt of our present H.-F. breeders to 
reach ian average of 3.75 percent. fat 
in the milk of the breed, seems to me, 
almost impossible of accomplishment. 
It began thirty years ago. How far did 
the average at that time fall below 3.31

or To increase the natural aver- 
age of fat in milk of an original type 
of cows, without resorting to an outside 
cross ie beyond another thirty years’ 
reach. 

The new breed or type, that I have 
suggested, need not retard present in- 
terest in our breed. It might increase 
it. If our association would take such 
a movement under its protection, as the 


Friesian Association gathers superior 
unpedigreed cattle into a ‘‘Hulp’’ or 
Help Book, would it retard present in- 
terest? The Friesian Association dis- 
ecards from registration unworthy ani- 
mals, ‘however long or attractive their

forced by its Help Book, separately 
kept, improves the breed, keeps up the 
supply of animals and evidently in- 
creases both domestic and foreign de- 
mands for them.

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WHAT DO WE KNOW ABOUT 
TUBERCULOSIS? 





Editor.] 





For some unexplained reason, there 
seems to be a ‘‘let-up’’ in this matter 
of a wholesale denunciation of milk, 
and its great office as the vehicle in 
the dissemination of not only tubereu- 
losis, but many other human ills as 
well, The general charge that tuber- 
culosis is of bovine origin and so com- 
municated to man, seems to have half 
of its terrors mitigated. No great au- 
thority now claims more than the dan- 
ger of tuberculous milk conveying dis- 
ease other than in the form of intes- 
tinal disorders, which may take on the 
form of intestinal] tubereulosis, ‘and 
this is almost exclusively found among 
infants, being in adults practically un- 
known. It is now being shown that the 
air of a city is infected a hundred 
times over, with a greater crop of dis- 
ease germs, than would be possible to 
find in a cup of milk. The talk about 
the disease-laden air of stables! What 
about the germ-laden air of the city, 
an air at times foggy with the dust of 
the streets, made up of street sweep- 
ings, germs, microbes, bacilli, ete., fill 
ing eyes, mouth, nose and ears, sifting 
on to the fruits, vegetables and ‘‘eat- 
ables’’ exposed from one end of town 
to the other, into houses and shops, un- 
til one wishes for wings to mount two 
miles up into the air! The assertion 
that the disease of cities was the gift 
of the country is greatly stilled nowa- 
days. It is found that the city is the 
great breeding ground of disease, and 
every kind—and is never free, so it is 
easy to see that the everyday condi- 
tions of «a city are far more deadly 
than any possibility of any country 
milk that could be offered for consump- 
tion. It is being ascertained that milk 
may leave the farm pure, even sterile, 
and by the usual means of transporta- 
tion, rehandling in the city milk de- 
pots, retailing vans, and the usual 
methods of cans, pans, dippers, and 
cupboards, become very much germ- 
laden; it has absorbed many things, 
and many others have fallen into it, 
in which they find a usually perfect cul- 
ture in which to multiply. Even bad 
country milk before it gets into the 
final consumer’s mouth, has been 
greatly increased by new friends who 
have got on at the many way stations, 
and doubled the number of the enemies 
of health. A peculiarity of germ life 
in milk is its readiness to colonize in 





actual germ cities, A tuberculosis 
germ never colonizes! However many 
there might be in a quart of milk, they 
are always individuals. They never 
form groups, nor will there ever be 
any more of them. This diminishes the 
danger of this class of bacilli to an in- 
finitesimal degre, A_ strange thing 
about the intestinal] troubles of small 
children is that this disease is not con- 
fined to children who are fed cow’s 
milk. It attacks all babies, however 
fed for that matter. Such cases traced 
to ecow’s milk as the cause, are exceed- 
ingly small. Dr. Woods Hutchinson 
says, ‘‘That the known cases are not 
above one-half of one per cent. The 
real sources are transit and home filth 
baeteria, germs, bad contact, old rot- 
ten milk «already in the milk utensils. 
Old and actually filthy milk, are gener- 
ally the real cause of the infant death 
rate, instead of the cow. Where tuber- 
eulosis bacilli are found in milk, they 
are traceable to human origin, and 
earelessness.’’ All of which is very in- 
teresting coming as it does from such 
unchallenged authority. 


All this is not in any way an excuse 
for a farmer to allow tuberculosis to 
remain in his herd, It is a ease of 
health among the bovines without men- 
ace. The farmer should know that his 
cows are healthy, for he cannot expect 
profitable results at the pail, and an 
oceasional death of a cow is a very 
serious matter. Just how he shall trace — 
out these diseased cows is a matter in 
dispute. Some of the ways ‘are in the 
‘‘best-vet’’ class, but none is a sure 
detective.. The best one we have, balks 
at the wrong time, and passes as sound 
a great share of the cows in the last 
third of the disease, and detects too 
quickly eases that may be classed as 
in the ‘‘recovered stage,’’ or so tri- 
fling, as to be no menace for periods 
only to be guessed at. No doctor would 
sanction for an instant, the testing of 
humans with tuberculin; its use is de- 
clared dangerous, as it ‘‘aggravates ex- 
isting tubercles,’’ yet it is not sup- 
posed to be dangerous to innoculate a 
cow with tuberculin when ‘‘they say,’’ 
‘‘Human and bovine tuberculosis are. 
communicable as between man and bo- 
vine.’ On the other hand, Dr. Law, 
of Cornell, the greatest of authorities, 
in a recent letter says, ‘‘Tuberculin 
testing should always be supplemented 
by physical examination, and micro- 
scopic and inoculation demonstrations, 
without which tubereulin is liable to 
mislead.’’ I am writing this last to 
inquire this: If only one-half of one 
per cent of pulmonary and intestinal 
tuberculosis is traceable to milk, and 
the majority of these cases are trace- 
able to contamination of the milk by 
human earelessness, and testing cows 


tor tuberculosis is such a delicate and 
painstaking operation, and needs such 
scientific confirmation, we ask who is 
then competent to administer the test, 
and not be sort of ‘‘King Herod among 
the innocents.’’ Briefly this, before we 
go on with the wholesale slaughter of 
cows as a ‘‘remdy’’ (?) for the plague, 
would there not better be a general in- 
vestigation along the whole line, both 
on the actual ravages of disease as 
traceable to the cow, and then our 
remedies for the cow and who may and 
who cannot apply them. We will no 
doubt come nearer to what we desire, 
than to go on our present ‘‘wild’’ 
course.

CROSSING. 
By (. H. Van Auken, Assistant in Ani- 
mal Husbandry, Cornell College 
of Agriculture 





Strictly speaking, cross breding is 
the mating of animals belonging to two 
distinct pure breeds. The term is used, 
howeever, to indicate the mixture of 
the blood of different fanilies belonging 
to the same breed. 

The advantages of breeding 
have been urged by many writers, and 
it is the best practice in many instances, 


cross 


Cross breeding was a favorite method 
of seekirg improvement in animals be- 


fore the time of Bakewell. Cross breed- 


ing may be practiced to give increased 


\igov, or size, or it may be resorted to 


to obliterate undesirable qualities, and 


thus establish new and more desirable 


ones. After the certain desired echar- 
neters ‘have been seeured, the breeder 
may eontinue to breed on the breed 


thus seeured. The suecess of his out- 
cross will depend on his good selection 
and the harmonious blending of the two 
breeds. 

However. it is often of disadvantage 
to the breeder financially to introduce 
alien blood into the pure breeds of to- 
day, beeause animals having such an 
outeross as this, ean never be recorded 
in the reeords of the various breeds. 

Three methods of cross breeding have 
been adopted. First: Continuing to in- 
fuse the blood of two breds indefinitely. 
This method, however, hias not proven 
Experience has shown 
that the results are very variable, tend- 
ing first, to advance, and then, to go 
backward, 

Second: 


vatisfactory. 


Making the results of the 
first series of crosses a basis of a new 
breed. This method has not proved 
very suecessful, where care has not been 
exercised in selection. 

Third: Introducing a eross for a time 
to remedy some particular defect, or 
‘o secure some desirable quality. This 
nethod has proven good in the improve- 
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ment of grades. When improved mutton 
qualities were sought in the Hampshire 
breed, these were obtained through 
Cotswold Crosses, and when length of 
wool was desired in the Shropshires, it 
was obtained through Cotswold Crosses. 

Cross breeding has been of great ben- 
efit in the formation of new breds. Very 
few breds of cattle, sheep or swine have 
been produced without resorting to more 
or less crossing in the foundation of 
animals and for a few generations after. 

Cross breeding has also aided to a 
great extent in the improvement of old 
breeds. 

If cross breeding is practiced in the 


formation of new ‘breeds, care must 
be used in the selection of the animals 
produced by the earlier crosses, and 


also by all the crosses. Animals with 
undesirable variations must be rigidly 
eliminated. 

It is claimed where two distinct 
breeds ‘are crossed and the animals have 
powers of transmission, 


about equal 
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thus formed will breed true to the type. 


A grade animal is the offspring of 
a purely bred animal and an animal of 
common or mixed breeding. Usually 
the male is a pure bred animal, but this 
is not always the case. 

A high grade animal is one of mixed 
breeding in which the blood of a pure 
breed largely predominates. 

The object in breeding grades is to 
secure a higher average of excellence 
among comman stock, and it is often 
spoken of as ‘‘grading up’’. A purely 
bred male is generally used on common 
stock. The great advantage in grading 
up is in in ingrafting the characteristics 
of a superior breed upon an inferior 
one, in order to improve the latter. 


The best plan to follow in up grad- 
ing is as follows: First, decide upon 
the breed from which the sires will be 
chosen, as market demands, environ- 
ment, individual merit of the breed, ete. 


Second: Choose pure sires of high

While crosses of pure breeds are often 
the foundation of new breeds, still 
much skill is repuired on the part of the 
breeder in order to form and perpetuate 
the desired qualities in the new breed 
to such an extent that the new breed 


individuality from the same bree as 
often as they may be wanted. 

Third: Cross the first sire chosen, 
upon females of common stock or mixed 
breeding, and continue to use the sires 
thus chosen from generation to gener- 
ation, upon the selected females of the 


progeny. 


Grade sires should not be used to ef- 
fect improvement in the breed, as the 
results from such a cross are likely to 
be variable. 

When breeding grades, the more 
mingled the blood of the females, the 
more marked will be the improvement 


in the offspring, because the power of 
the female to resist change, weakens 


with increased diversity in the blood 
elements. 

The most marked inmprovement 
through up-grading, is that brought 
about by the first cross, and the ratio 
of improvements gradually lessens with 
each succeeding cross.

He believes 
the great majority of dairymen are 
honest and wish to give the consumer 
a wholesome, clean, dairy product. 

Fred R. McDonald, Lansing, read a 
paper entitled; ‘‘What Shall Be the 
Merits of the Bull Calf to Save it from 
Slaughter???’ 

The paper was full of good thoughts. 
Mr. MeDonald argued for close culling 
of the calves, keeping nothing but the 
best and from cows that had some 
record besides pedigree. Veal brings 
good prices now and he recommended 
that many should be disposed of as 
veal. 

Mr. W. K, Sexton of Howell, Mich- 
igan ’s oldest breeder and importer, gave 


an interesting talk on ‘How I Became 
ian Importer of Holsteins, Then and 
Now.’? 

He outlined the steps necessary to 
importing, which was very interesting 
to the young breeders, and cautioned 
all to go slow. ‘‘ Keep the business well 
in hand.’’ 

Frank R. Crandall, Howell, was se- 
lected president, as was J. H. Johnson, 
Farmington, vice president, and J. Fred 
Smith, Byron, secretary and treasurer.

OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN COWS 
FROM DECEMBER 31, 1908, TO 
JANUARY 11, 1909. 


Unless otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agri- 
eultural Colleges or Experiment Sta- 
tions. and their eecuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private records are re- 
ported by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
elation. 

During the period from December 31 
1908, to January 11, 1909, records for 
162 cows were necepted, 17 of which 
were begin not less tt.an eight months 
after calving. Of the 135 ordinary rec- 
ords, three were extended to 14 days 
one to 15 days and six to 30 days. The 
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averages by classes were as follows: 

Forty-four fuil-aged cows averaged: 
age, 7 years, 1 month, 28 days; days 
from ealving, 25; milk, 465.4 lbs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.29; fat, 15.792 Ibs. Eleven 
senior four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 
years, 8 months, 18 days; days from 
ealving, 21; milk, 471.7 Ibs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.42; fat, 16.143 lbs. Ten junior 
four-year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 
3 months, 7 days; days from calving, 
15; milk, 428.6 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.30; 
fat, 14.125 lbs. Thirteen senior three- 
year-olds averaged: age, 3 years, 10 
months, 3 days; days from ealving, 31; 
milk, 411.6 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.45; fat, 
14.197 lbs. Fifteen junior three-year- 
olds avereged: age, 3 years, 2 months, 
17 days; days from ealving, 13; milk, 
405.5 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.66; fat, 
14.846 lbs. Seventeen senior two-year- 
olds averaged: age, 2 years, 8 months, 
21 days; days from ealving, 42; milk, 
346.7 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.33; fat, 
11.533 Ibs. Twenty-five junior two- 
vear-olds averaged: age, 2 years, 2 
months. 4 days; days from ealving, 34; 
milk, 296.3 Ibs.; per cent. fat, 3.33; 
fat, 9.859, 

Considered as a herd of 135 animals, 
of which somewhat less than one-half 
were heifers with first or second calves, 
the herd produced in seven consecutive 
days 54.687.7 Ibs. of milk containing 
1.863.463 Ibs. of fat, thus showing an 
average of 3.41 per cent. fat. The av- 
erage production for each animal was 
405.1 Ibs, milk containing 13.803 Ibs. 
fat, equivalent to 57.9 lbs. or nearly 28 
quarts milk per day, and 16.1 Ibs. of 
the best of commercial butter per week. 
While the average production of butter- 
f2t is not quite as large as that shown 
in the last issue of these official reports, 
it is yet a remarkably fine showing 
when so large a herd produces fat 
enough to make it possible for each ani- 
mal to average over 16 Ibs. of butter 
per week. As often said before, no 
other breed could equal it. 

In this issue of the official reports, 
Neta Clothilde ‘Perfection, 21.316 Ibs.

The leaders of the Junior Three-Year 
Class make a remarkable showing; La- 
doga Idaline Burke, 22.040 lbs. fat from 
4£5.4 lbs, milk in 7 days, 78.911 Ibs. fat 
from 2,118.3 Ibs. milk in 30 days gain- 


ing second place in the class list for 
the Seven-day Division, and Empress 
Oldebrock De Kol, 20.063 lbs. fat from 
512 lbs. milk in 7 days, 80.056 lbs. fat 
from 2,311.9 lbs. milk in 30 days, sixth 
place. The latter also gains fourth 
place in the class list for the Thirty- 
day Division. 

Among the senior two-year-olds Neta 
Clothilde Perfection 3d, 16.374 Ibs. fat 
from 388.6 lbs. milk in 7 days, 66.958 
lbs. fat from 1,720.6 lbs. milk in 30 
days, makes a good showing, followed 
by Hetty Pietertje, 14.171 Ibs. fat from 
394.5 lbs. milk as second. 

In the Junior Two-Year Class, Count- 
ess Veeman Beryl Wayne is far in the 
lead, with 15.045 lbs, fat from 434.1 
Ibs. milk, while Edith Veeman Wayne, 
Frederica Floradora and Stella Veeman 
Korndyke produce above 12 lbs. fat 
and gain honorable mention.

Consul Joseph G. Stephens, writing 
from Plymouth, England, says that it 
is claimed by two different parties, one

and whose invention he has examined, 
that from 50 to 75 per cent. can be 
saved on gas bills by the use of a new 
petrol-air gas. 

This gzs is made by the earburetting 
of air with a small proportion of petrol 
vapor, the resultant mixture being 
highly illuimnating, inexplosive, with- 
out smell, and without injurious effects 
if inhaled. Applied to special burners 
it burns with great power and gives 
off sufficient heat to be serviceable for 
either cooking or heating purposes as 
well as for lighting. 


This gas costs just under one shill- 
ing (24 cents) a thousand cubic feet 
to produce. A 125 eandlepower burner 
when in use costs one-tenth of a penny 
(one-fifth of a cent) an hour and will 
lighta large room. For the cost of one 
penny (2 cents) enough gas can be sup- 
plied for eight hours to a radiator cap- 
able of heating ian ordinary room, 

The mechanism which makes the gas 
is small, compact, and simple to work. 
A producing plant capable of supply. 
ing twenty-five lights can be made for 
about 20 pounds ($100).
